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1. I have just received a first report from Dr. Kissinger about 

his visit to Peking. While he has nothing specific to report, he says 
that the discussions concerning Southeast Asia were generally 
encouraging. Barring no grossly aggressive acts on our part, he 
believes we can be reasonably assured that the Chinese will main- 
tain a hands off posture with respect to oyr activities in the North. 

2. The President has asked General Haig to make another trip 
here. He will leave Washington Thursday and will be able to 
bring you abreast of how we see the current situation in the con- 
text of the Soviet summit, Dr. Kis singer* s trip tp Peking and 
activities in Paris. 

3. The other side has now informed us that they are willing to 
meet privately in July provided that the secret meeting is preceded 
by a plenary session. We would propose to inform them that we 
will agree to attend a July 13 plenary, to be followed rapidly by a 
meeting on July 19. We intend to agree on only one plenary session 
before the private meeting occurs. 

4. President Nixon would plan to announce our decision to return 
to the plenary session at a press conference in Washington on 
Thursday evening, July 29 (Friday morning, June 30, Saigon time). 
He also plans to have Mr. Ziegler make the troop withdrawal 
announcement in a routine way on Wednesday, June 28. 


5. The game plan with respect to the negotiating scenario is based 
on the need to enlist maximum domestic support in the United States 
by employing a continuing blend of forceful action on the battlefield 
with demonstrated flexibility on the negotiating front. President 
Nixon wishes me to make it clear once again of his continued support. 
General Haig will be prepared to provide to you detailed and explicit 
explanations with respect to the USSR and the PRC and our assess- 
ment of prospects in Paris. /' 
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
